1943 New Zealand

For your 
convenignce we print the illus- 
tration of the cancellation again 
so that comparison will be easy. 

First, remember that the type 
of cancellation is that so much de- 
spised pen cancel which most col- 
lectors refuse and pass up. This 
makes the search more difficult 
for many who have _ specialized 
this stamp have probably paid 
little attention to pen cancella- 
tions and this should be a lesson 
to all collectors, that no matter 
what kind of a caneellation is on 
the stamp, it should be saved and 
treasured as much as any other 
for someday, something may turn 
up that may make such a cancel- 
lation of great interest as in this 
present instance. 

Note that the illustration of the 
stamp shows two straight hori- 
zontal] pen ruled lines across the 


stamp, these lines run off the 
stamp at both sides. There are 
also two similar vertical ruled 


lines, altho these appear to have 
run together, forming what looks 
like a single line, These lines also 
run-off the-edge of the stamp: 

Mr. Russo believes, and _ his 
theory seems sound, that a post 
office clerk, in order to cancel a 
sheet of stamps for use on drop 
letters or letters for local de- 
livery, simply took a ruler and a 
pen and ruled the lines across an 
entire sheet of stamps as is shown 
in the illustration. 

This being more or less_ free 
hand work, the lines on all stamps 
may vary a bit in exact position, 
yet it is fully possible that other 
copies might be found which will 
match up with the copy Mr. Russo 
has. If a copy is found on cover, 
it should give conclusive evidence 
of precancellation. 

Collectors are invited to report 
their findings for further infor- 
mation on this stamp.

Wright Field Cachet 
Exclusive Details For 
Linn’s Weekly Readers 


Since the publication of our 
story of last week regarding the 
opening of Wright Field Post Of- 
fice we have been supplied with 
complete information since the 
event has passed into history. 

The former story came to us 
from Mr. John D. Stanard just as 
our copy was going to the printer 
and the copy and_ information 
sent by Mr. Stanrad was incom- 
plete, since it was prepared the 
mqning that the Post Office 
opened and the informatioo re- 
garding covers on hand and Ca- 
cheted was based solely on covers 
that had been received by Mr. 
Stanard himself and did not take 
into account thousands of other 
pieces of maij that were sent 
through the Post Office from the 
Field or that were brought there 
by other persons from Dayton, 
Ohio. It is therefore necessary to 
revise the figures as printed last 
week and while those figures were 
amazing for a new Post Office 
Opening Cachet, the revised fig- 
ures are much more amazing and 
probably set this new office at the 
top of the list for number of covers 
mailed under any similar circum- 
stance. 

To get to the story quickly and 
as briefly as possible Mr, Stanard 
sends an exclusive story for our 
readers and we need only quote 
from that, 

There were 23,684 covers stamp- 
ed with the First Day Cachet for 
the April 21, mailing. 

Of these, 4,687 came from read- 
ers of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News; 687 came from readers of 
“Stamps”; 2320 came from dealers 
who saw the notice in Linn’s and 
sent covers for free service. 

There were 246 registered cov- 
ers; 417 Special Delivery letters 
and 10,617 Air Mail letters. 

The figures above quoted total 
18,974 and to make up the other 
4,710 covers, these were ordinary 
letter mail put into the Post Of- 
fice at Wright Field. 

One interesting result of the ap- 
plication and use of this First Day 
Cachet at Wright Field, is that a 
movement is now on foot to or- 
ganize a Wright Field Stamp 
:Club. It seems that the Activities 
of Mr. Stanard have come to the

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Newest Designs In 
Patriotic Envelopes 
Make Their Appearance 


A PCEC member writes about 
a First Day Cover postmarked 
Addis Ababa, Ethiopia. The cover 
appears to be one of the series is- 
sued by Roberts, since the picture 
is described as John Bull kicking 
Mussolini out of Africa as a big 
Ethiopian looks on and _ smiles, 
This seems to be one of the Ro- 
berts cartoon comics of which 
there are about a dozen different 
designs and all quite novel. In all 
Mr. Roberts has issued 21 differ- 
ent covers. 

Another cover, brings back re- 
collections of certain covers which 
were used during the Spanish- 
American War and in World War 
1. D .C. Bartley, PCEC 73 reports 
that he has this cover used in 
those periods. The cover in ques- 
tion is one in which the envelope 
fis made in the reverse, its one of 
those types of envelope where the 
sealing flap comes down about an 
inch on the front of the envelope, 
the entire back of the cover is 
printed with an American Flag, 
the Star Spangled banner. 

In both the previous wars refer- 
red to above these covers were 
used with the flag as the address 
side, stamps were placed on the 
flag side and the address was 
written in the white stripes of the 
flag. 

This practice is now forbidden. 
I do not find a copy of the regula- 
tion or law now but I am of the 
opinion that an act of Congress 
forbids the use of the flag in 
many different ways, one of which 
is as an advertisement, it is for- 
bidden to print anything on the 
flag and there are certain regula- 
tions for its use and _ display. 
Therefore this cover can only be 
used by addressing on the plain 
side as it is intended to be ad- 
dressed and the publishers have 
printed on the lower edge of this 
cover the following: ‘Printing, 
stamp or writing not permitted on 
flag side.” In the advertising lit- 
erature of the publisher we also 
find this statement. “Use of these 
envelopes has been approved by 
U. S. Government Authority, De- 
partment Commanders of _ the 
American Legion, Patriotic Orders 
and Societies.” 

We wonder what a_ postoffice 
clerk would do with a cover of 
this type which according to pos- 
tal regulations should receive a 
backstamp. Also could a cover of 
this type be used on a registered 
letter, since there are no seams or 
flaps on the back for stamping the 
usual dates etc, that are stamped 
on the backs of registered mail.

Bahamas, one of the most pop- 
ular of the British Colonies sur- 
prised stamp collectors and deal- 
ers on October 12, 1942, by issu- 
ing their complete set of 14 pos- 
age values with a five line over- 
print: 

1942 
Landfall 
OF 
COLUMBUS 
1942 

This is the first time that a 
complete set of postage stamps 
%c to 1 pound was overprinted 
for commemorative use by a Brit- 
ish Colony More of a furor was 
created because the stamps were 
sold out shortly after. Dealers and 
collectors were both indignant, 
but the Post master at Nassau, 
after hearing the protests, an- 
nounced to the stamp world that 
the stamps would remain on sale 
for 6 month from the date of is- 
sue, This was done by overprint- 
ing the so called War printings. 
(These can easily be detected by 
their white paper.) 


The original printing of the 
pound value can be easily detect- 
ed by its brownish gum. The or- 
iginal printing or so called First 
printing consisted of 5000 sets. 
The second printing consisted of 
15000 sets. It is said that there 
were third printings of some val- 
ues. All of the overprinted stamps 
(14 values) were withdrawn from 
sale on April 12, 1943. (6 months 
after original date of issue.) I 
believe that the complete set, 
either printing, will be one of the 
most popular sets of the year. A 
word to the wise is sufficient.

“We have been soaking 
stamps and removing in that way, 
but when they dry they have a 
tendency to curl.” 


from an envelope without any 
damage to the envelope, this may 
be done best by holding the stamp 
over the spout of a steaming tea- 
kettle. The stamp will come loose 
quickly. Then immerse the stamp 
in water to remove all trace of 
gum, lay on a dry blotter and press 
with a book or. weight laid on it. 
Some modern stamps will lose 
color by this method but engrav- 
ed stamps or ordinary typograph- 
ec stamps will not be affected. 
It is only the issues such as the 
more recent Italy and such stamps 
printed by Rotogravure or simi- 
lar process where the colors will 
be affected. There probably is no 
way in removing such stathps that 
will not affect their color as the 
ink pigments lie on the paper and 
will wash away to a certain ex- 
tent. 


S. issues, if the envelope is not 
to be saved, just dump the stamps 
in a tub or pan of cool water, let 
soak for some time, if a full tub 
full, overnight will not hurt them. 
Next day, pick up handfuls of 
them and spread around in piles 
on an old newspaper. 
handle them every 12 hours and 
in a couple days they will be quite 
dry. 


led a bit and the only way to 
overcome this would be to again 
moisten the stamps after all the 
old paper has been removed, then 
lay them out carefully and press 
between old newspapers or blot-

Clewistown, Florida, dedicated 
their airport on April 12th. No 
cachets or other identifying 
marks were applied to dedication 
covers, most of which were can- 
celled at 12-M. Reports are that 
there were not very many cov- 
ers mailed. 


The official opening of the Ai- 
ken Air Base took place on April 
1st. Covers are cancelled by hand 
at the Aiken S. C, “Air Field 
Branch.” 





Still another recent airport ded- 
ication was that of Del Rio, Tex- 
as, which was dedicated on March 
28, 1943. Airport Dedication cov- 
ers are cancelled at 6 p. m. 

A cachet was applied to all cov- 
ers handled by the Chamber of 
Comerce at Del Rio. It consists of 
a line reading “DEL RIO TEX- 
AS,” under which is the picture 
of a sheep and a goat. Beneath 
the pictures is an inscription 
“SHEEP AND GOAT CAPITAL 
OF THE U. S. A.” (in three 
lines). This is underlined and 
beneath the line is “NATIONAL 
AIR MAIL.” A black border sur- 
rounds the entire cachet. 

Also on the covers is the word- 
ing “DEDICATION—LAUGHLIN 
FLYING FIELD.”’ Incidently, the 
cachet used was the same one used 
during National Airmail Week 
and also at another airport dedi- 
cation held in 1942 (Val Verde 
County Airport on January 27th). 
There is no information on hand 
yet as to the quantity of covers 
mailed. 


Thanks for the above news to 
G. F. Lancaster and the Metro- 
politan Airmail Cover Club Bul- 
letin. Don’t forget that all in- 
formation and news for this col- 
umn is always welcome. 


A short-noticed flash from the 
Metropolitan Airmail Cover Club 
Bulletin Service, and also from 
the American Airmail Society 
Bulletin Service stated that Eu- 
gene, Oregon, would be added to 
AM-11 on or about May Ist, as 
a stop between Salem and Med- 
ford, Oregon. This announcement 
came as a complete surprise to all 
cover collectors because only a 
few weeks ago, the Post Office 
Department and United Airlines 
(operators of AM-11) said that 
this flight would not occur until 
after the WAR. Another surprise 
was that the Post Office was to 
offer a special cachet, this was 
also to be abolished for the dura- 
tion. Further details of this flight 
will appear in later issues. 


Thanks to John A. Stanard for 
a cover from the opening of the 
Wright Field Post Office at Day- 
ton, Ohio. , 

Still another announcement 
from Mr. Stanard regards the pro- 
posed first flight from Huntsville, 
Alabama, on AM-40. This flight 
was delayed due to the War, but 
may take place on short notice 
at any time. All covers which 
have been sent to Mr. Stanard for 
this flight are in safe hands await- 
ing the event. Mr. Stanard will 
also continue to receive covers 
to be dispatched via the first 
flights. These covers must be ad- 
dressed, ready-to-go, and accom? 
panied by a servicing fee of Ic 
per cover. 





The new Navy Air Station at 
Atlantic City, N. J., was com- 
missioned on Saturday, April 24th. 
This station is on the site origin- 
ally selected for the city’s new 
municipal airport, but this site 
was taken over by the government 
during 1942, for use by the Naval 
Air Forces. As yet, there is no in- 
formation as to whether or not 
there were any airmail covers 
mailed on the occassion of this 
commissioning. If any readers 
know of any such covers. I would 
appreciate hearing about them.

Several collectors have already responded to our inquiry as to their 
opinion on a catalogue of Patriotic Envelopes and with reference to 
price and probable market for same, One enthusiast eagerly states 





that he would gladly pay as much as $2.00 for an illustrated catalogue. 

After months of study and work with these 
envelopes, we have come to the conclusion that for 
the time being, any catalogue or list must be a 
temporary one, since to make a complete and thor- | 
ough listing, it is necessary to await the end of the 
present war period. 

With this thought in mind I have striven to 
find a way to list, describe and classify the enve- 
lopes, that will make it easy for the collector to 
check his collection with such a list and at the 
same time produce the booklet at a price that will 
put it within reach of every collector, 

Were it is possible to sell several thousand such 
books, the price could be made even lower, yet 

Geo, W, Linn’ without any exact knowledge as to probable quan- 
tity that can be sold, the price will have to be put at a figure that 
will cover production cost and by the plan which I have been fol- 
lowing, the cost can be put at $1.00 or possibly less. At such a figure 
there must be a sale for two or three hundred of the catalogues, to 
cover cost of production. 

After the first edition is printed, we will have gained a better 
knowledge of the number of possible buyers of such a catalogue and 
future editions can then be priced at such a figure as may be neces- 
sary to make their producton possible. 

Right now I have finished the listing according to my own collec- 
tion which contains close to 700 dfferent envelopes, not including 
about 250 others on various colored papers as issued by Poppenger of 
Akron, Ohio, In the first listing, we will merely mention that these 
covers are found on many colors of paper. In a future catalogue, an 
attempt will be made to list the colors that are known for each dif- 
ferent design. 

New envelopes are appearing almost every week. I can therefore 
only take the list as it stands at the date on which I start publication 
in this paper and continue through to the end, holding any and all 
new issues for a revised publicaion in booklet form which will be 
made as soon as possible after completion of the list in this paper. 

I hope to start this list next week. Some current envelopes may 
be missed. Some publishers have cooperated splendidly with my ef- 
fort to get the list completed, while others have given little or no 
assistance. 

I shall continue for the next week, to add anything that turns up 
to the list as now prepared and will then start publication in these 
columns. Collectors who wish to follow and classify their covers 


according to my listings can then start marking the numbers I apply | 


to the various covers on their envelopes and when the listing is com- 
pleted or as it progresses, we will welcome information about unlisted 
covers, but in all such instances we will] list only covers which are 
submitted to us for examination, We can not list new covers from 
your descriptions, so do not attempt to describe covers to us. The list 
will work out in such manner that you cgn definitely tell if you have 
something that is unlisted in the first group of items that are listed.

At Jack Knight Show 





Bert Powell and Earl H. Well- 
man shared the club’s’ grand 
award at the annual exhibition 
of the Jack Knight Air Mail So- 
ciety in Chicago last April 11th.

In addition to the grand awards, 
first awards were made to the fol- 
lowing; Ben Reeves, who also ex- 
hibited the famous balloon stamp 
of Elmer Stuart; R. C. Langner, 
air labels; M. Steczynski, Poland 
flights; G. Glaser, Clipper history 
and flights; B. Powell, Air mail 
etiquettes; Polonus Philatelic So- 
ciety, choice pages of Poland. 

Second awards: I. Sakalas, Lith- 
uania air mail stamps and covers; 
C. Langner, famous Americans; L. 
Nisler, famous autographs; Ed 
Benson, CAM flights; Fred Well- 
man, Trains on Stamps; Calvjn 
Sabold, ‘first flights; J. Vojta, Early 
souvenirs of Chicago air mail ser- 
vices; T. Stancgak, Vatican City. 

Third awards, R. C, Langner, 
air mail meter slogans; E. L. Has- 
try, uncatalogel CAM flights; E. 
H, Wellman, Mail Thru The Air;

The exhibition was dedicated to 
the memory of the late Walter J.

He was princi- 
pally responsible for the planning 
and craftsmanship shown in the 
compilation of the American Air 
Mail Catalog and its supplements. 

Judges of the show were Claude 
Degler, secretary of the Wiscon- 
sin Federation; Louis Van Reeth, 
Editor of the Roosevelt Philatelic 
Society “Straight Edge;” Anthony 
C. Russo, President of the Central 
Federation; and Elmer Stuart of 
the Chicago Philatelic Society.

OUR GIRLS 
OWN COLUMN 


By EULALIA TURNER

With the grim necessities of war 
stripping countless civilian en- 
deavors of practically all available 
man-power, the staunch parade of 
women to the front in just as 
many undertakings prompt one 
to pause and wonder why women 
who haven’t got exactly what it 
takes in the right places to make 
the movies but who, nevertheless, 
hunger for a “career, do not con- 
sider the art of stamp dealing, 


The field is wide, unlimited and 
utterly inexhaustible. In fact, it 


is rapidly reaching the stage 
where it threatens to become wid- 
er than avaailable wholesale 


stocks can adequately cover. Just 
like the corner grocer or the 
neighborhood meat-cutter, as_ it 
were. Save for a straggler here 
and there, this brilliant field has 
been practically monopolized by 
the men. And by mere boys who 
as striplings in their tender “teens 
have launched stamp businesses 
which have, within a few brief 
years, expanded into enormously 
successful firms of great impor- 
tance and financial prestige. Pat- 
ience, ambition, a smattering of 
business ability and a tendancy to 
stick strictly to business are mat- 
erial aids in launching such an 
undertaking—plus square dealing. 

No over-night financial gains 
are possible unless one should 
chance upon a rare “‘find;’’ but 
for sheer joy to be obtained from 
tedious detail and from the plea- 
sures only a wide circle of “mail 
friends” can generate, the re- 
wards are generous indeed. 
Many women with long, empty 
hours and naught to do could 
profitably turn to this business 
and at least obtain a fresh, new 
pleasure out of life. They would 
find new fun in buying; new 
thrills in trying to pick a “sure 
winner” and endless pleasures 
out of feeling they at least are 
fetching immeasurable happiness 
to others throughout the land. 


And whether .the lady dealer 
obtained much masculine trade 


at all hardly would = matter. 
There’s more women collectors 
than one would imagine. And 


none is better qualified to so state 
than George W. Linn as the sub- 
scriptions and re-newals to Linn’s 
Weekly pour in. Many women 
writing dealers for approvals or 
stamps merely use their initials to 
conceal, if possible, their true i- 
dentity. Many women fear ridicule 
at hands of men dealers, whether 
via mail and approvals or over 
the counter at a store. I know what 
it is; I had many such unpleasant 
incidents happen and one espec- 
ially in a Pasadena shop which 
has cost that shop no_ small 
amount of change the past few 
years. Seeing a broken sheet of 
lc Pilgrims, I asked the price of 
block of fours, then selected three 
blocks, 

When I made my choice the 
dealer feigned a sigh of tremen- 
dous relief, managed a _ sarcastic 
little grin and said: “Wonder you 
didn’t want one right out of the 
center of the sheet. Most women 
do!” That bit of snootiness utterly 
uncalled for hasn’t paid Mr. Wise- 
nheimer any dividends from this 
end of the line in several years. 
Up to that time he did fairly well, 
both with occasional retail sales 
of better-grade materials and with 
a generous line of steady whole- 
sale turn-over. 

I have no doubt other women 
have encountered the identical 
attitude in this shop and that one. 
The men never seem to catch on 
that chiding a girl about her bon- 
net and her stamps cover two 
vastly different items! 

By operating in your home the 
over-head is reduced or eliminated 
entirely so far as rent, lights, 
water, heating and _ associated 
items are concerned; stock, sta- 
tionery, postage, advertising and 
hustle and the ability to pay close 


attention to buying only that 
which is needed for the time be- 
ing are about the extent of nec- 
essities. 


And look at the possibilities: 
George W. Linn ilustrates the field 
better than I could in saying: 
“Personally, I have often thought 
that the dealer of today is miss- 
ing a big bet in not going after 
the female trade with a special 
set-up. I would have some swell 
looking approval books made, 
with a sweet looking cover that 
would appeal to the ladies; a book 
of odd size, special envelopes, hot 
looking stationary with a femin- 
ine touch all through. I think such 
a lay-out would get the trade 
from the girls if someone would 
go out after it.” 

Sound interesting? Hop to it— 
and world’s of luck.
